PROGRESS ON PANAMA CANAL 
TOLD CONGRESS COMMITTEE. 


Goethals Explains Work Done and 
Blackburn Shows Civil Government’s 
Problem to Representatives. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 14.--[Special.}]—-Col. 
Goethals, U. S. A., chairman of the isthmian 
canal commission and chief engineer of con- 
struction, today explained to the house com- 
mittee on interstate and foreign commerce the 
‘progress being made on the Panama canal. 
The work, he said, was progressing faster 
than he had expected. 

He estimated the probable cost for the con- 
struction of the great canal at $250,000,000, 
but this figure, he said, did not include the 
$40,000,000 purchase price paid to the govern- 
ment of Panama nor the $10,000,000 similarly 
paid. to Spain; therefore the total computed 

ost would be $300,000,000. 

Answering a rapid fire of questions by all 
of the members of the committee, Col. 
Goethals said he had no doubt the lock sys- 
tem, as against the sea level plan, was the 
best. 

Former Senator J. C. 8. Blackburn, in 
charge of the civil administration in the 
canal zone, then was questioned regarding 
that phase of the situation. He said he had 
reduced the number of saloons in the zone 
to thirty-four, or one to every 1,000 canal 
employés. Asked by Representative Rich- 
ardson of Alabama if this was a move toward 
prohibition, he declared that the total wiping 
out of saloons was feared by the authorities, 
who thought it would lead only to greater 
disorders, as the men would get liquor in 
unlicensed places.

Duels—Arrested and Brought to Spe- 
cial Meetings of Council. 


Severa! curious documents relating to Chi- 
'cago’s early history have just been brought 
to light by City Clerk John R. McCabe. In 
the old city records Mr. McCabe was aston- 
ished to find that in early days, when a spe- 
clal meeting of the council was called, the 
city marshal was directed to arrest each 
member and bring them to.the city hall. 

All city officials, besides taking the oath 
now administered when assuming office, were 
required to swear they never, in any way, 
had been connected with a duel.

There is no doubt that in the present tempér 
of congress, notes based on the uncovered 
assets of a bank are not likely to be author- 
ised.

Berry Takes Scout Role. 


The senators were unable to reach any sort 
of decision, but they delegated Mr. Berry 
an unofficial spokesman ‘to go before the 
house steering committee to ascertain if any 
ideas were in circulation on that side of the 
legislature. 

He found that about half a dozen were cir- 
culating rapidly and he informed the house 
organization that the senate was willing to 
do anything in reason to get out of the di- 
lemma. 

It was proposed that the two committees 
should meet in their first session this af ter- 
noon, but before they could get together the 
house organization discovered that a point 
of legislative etiquette had not been observed 
by the senate. . 

Noy official notification had been made to the 
house that the senate had appointed another 
conference committee, and, the house mem- 


could be held until the house met again in 
the evening and such official notification was 
brought to it. 

After this ceremony had been properly ob- 
served it was decided to postpone the meeting 
of the committees until morning, and mean- 
while Representative Shanahan gathered up 
a stack of bills which had been considered 
briefly in the house steering cornmittée and 
got them in readiness for the consideration 
of the committees when they do meet. 


Shanahan Plans Reform.“ 

The bill, which represents the joint efforts 
of Shanahan and Hill, in its main provision 
follows the ideas contained in the law which 
the Supreme court held invalid, but it makes 
two important changes, other than those 
necessary to correct the defects which the 
Supreme court pointed out. 

It provides, for one thing, that a * 
date who receives a plurality vote in a pri- 
mary district shall receive the vote of those 
delegates in convention until he releases 
them, providing a nomination be not mae 
on the first ballot. 

Such a provision would make it impossible 
for delegates to be manipulated by political 
leaders without the consent of the candidates 
for whom they had been instructed, but it 
would tend to produce deadlocks which could 
be broken only by the voluntary withdrawal 
of candidates from the race. 

It also provides that county: nominations 
shall be made by practically a direct vote of 
the people, it being stipulated that a cand!- 
date who receives a plurality vote in any 
county for any office shall have cast for him 
in the convention the votes of all the dele- 
gates. — . ta 

Old Law Defects Corrected.

Russian Comes 5,000 Miles to 


Make a Single Address. 
SEES NO HOPE OF PEACE. 


Revolt, Seemingly Over, Honeycomts 
the Entire Nation. 


„ 

New York, Jan. 16. — Having traveled more 
than 8.000 miles to present, in a Single ad- 
dress, the cause of popular government in 
Russia, Prof. Paul Milyoukov concluded his 
remarks at Carnegie hall tonight with the 
declaration that all he sought on thie side 
of the ocean was human sympathy. 

Judging by the applause which greeted 
these words, the mission of the distinguished 
legislator waa fulfilled so far, at least, asthe 
Civic Forum was concerned. 

, Prot. Milyoukov is a member of the third. 
duma for St. Petersburg and leader of the 
constitutional democrats of Russia, and at 
the solicitation of the Civic Forum ‘came 
from his home to address it tonight upon the 
22 “ Constitutional Government for Rus- 

a 

At the meeting there was a representative 
audience, packing the great hall and num- 
bering probably 4,000 persons. 


Sees No Permanent Peace. 

Sketching the progress of representative 
government as embodied in the successive 
dumas, Prof. Milyoukov reached the conclu- 
sion that a sort of political equilibrium had 
been attained. He questioned, however, 

hether the equilibrium could be considered 

able and found as the consoling feature of 
the situation that the jmmediate danger the 
representation was to be abolished entirely 
was now avoided. For the future he saw 
new trouble, with little hope of early social 
peace. 

The struggle for a constitution,“ he said, 
became a violent class struggle, with all its 
imbitterment and mutual hatred. Great 
masses arose to the consciousness of the 
real cauge of their social misery and have 
learned to know who are their real friends 
and enemies. j 

If the revolution“ in Russia, has lost 
something of its extefnal dramatic charac: 
ter it is not because the movement hae been 
obliterated, but because it now strikes much 
deeper root in the lower social strata. The 
real and the terrible dramatic sense of the 
‘events, which may still unroll before your 
eyes, does not confine itself to the rise and 
fall of certain heroes, of great personages 
whose fate you may follow with interest, 
and it is not exhausted by some appalling 
statistics of people shot, or hanged, burned, 
servants of the czar blown up or assassinat- 
ed, conspiracies discovered and thelike. The 
interest of the struggle Mes much deeper. 


No Promises Can Stop Fight. 

The social composition of the future is 
now at stake. And this explains why the 
masses, silent and mute as they appear, put 
all their heart, all their hope into the issue 
of the present movement, and why the move- 
ment cannot end until, one way or another, 
‘its main problems: are settled. 

“And what are the forces that are trying 


decaying political powers for their own self- 
defense cannot obatruct the royal, historical 
road the nation is following. -Thechildish ex- 
planation of the movement as initiated and 
fostered by a foreign or anti-Russian in- 
trigue cannot do away with its deeper 
‘causes. Arid the foolish idea that the peas- 
ants of our communes can be changed at once 
into private proprietors can only cause new 
foment in our villages, honeycombed with 
poverty and famine as they are. 

„In short, wherever we turn or look we 
only meet with new trouble to come, no- 
where with any hope of conciliation and social 


peace.

The only difficuity encountered in making 
a man’s coat over into a boy’s lies in the pla- 
cing of the pattern before cutting. There 


are many different kinds of men's coats, but 


the average coat is the short topcoat with 
the breast pocket. The larger the man's 
coat is the larger the boy’s coat can be. A 
boy’s box coat pattern of 6 year old size can 


be cut from a man’s coat which has a thirty- 


“eight inch bust measure, but the man's coat 
must also ne at least thirty-seven inches 
long. 

The man's coat must be carefully ripped 
and pressed. The right front will cut out of 


the fronts for the boy’s coat, the lower edge 


of the pattern reaching just to the pocket 
slit and the remainder of the material being 
kept for pieces. The second front of the 
boy’s coat must be cut from the lower part 
of the back. If there is a seam down the 
middle of the back there is no remedy, and 
the other front of the coat must be cut and 
seamed to match. The upper parts of the coat 
sleeves will just cut the two backs of the 
boy’s coat, and the underneath part of the 
man's sleeves will cut the top of the boy's 
sleeves, and by piecing the underarm part 


of the boy’s sleeves there is found sufficient | 


goods for them in the remainder of the back 
of the man’s coat. 

Out of the remaining front of the man’s 
coat must be cut the pocket flaps, pocket 
welt, collar, and the two facings for the front, 
which form an important part of the child’s 
coat. The two facings should ‘be placed at 
the two edges of, the man's coat front, with 
the pocket slits between. The collar and the 
-I pieces for the pocket can then be cut from the 
portion between the breast pocket and the 
side pocket, the shoulder portion and that 
anne under the side pocket.

Although nobody has lost a dollar by 
the national bank currency, it has its ad- 
mitted defects. One of these, the one fo> 
which it has been most criticised, is th3 
lack of elasticity. The supply of cur 
rency should increase at once as the de- 
mand increases and diminish. at once as 
it declines. Neither of these is possible 
with ond sécured currency. It takes 
some time to get national bank notes in“o 
circulation, and if it be profitable to keep 
them in circulation there they will re- 
main though not needed. The existence 
of an excess of them will stimulate specu- 
lation, or drive out gold. 

The existence of a bond secured cur- 
rency of considerable blume involves tho 
continued existence of a large natioaal 
debt.“ If the secured circulation is to 
grow with the growth of the country the 
national debt never will be decreased. 
Rather, it will have to be made greater. 
On the other ‘hand, the fact that bonds 
could be used for security for notes has 
made it possible for the government 10 
borrow at 2 per cent. 

It is time for congress and the public ‘to 
weigh maturely the defects and advan- 
tages of a bond secured currency, and de- 
cide whether the United States shall de- 
pend on it as much as it has done in the 
past. If so, there should be an agree 
ment as to what should be done to rid 
the system of that rigidity which is its 
most glaring defect whenever there is a 
financial stringency. 


THE HARBOR COMMISSION. 

For a long time THe Trisune has be- 
lieved and has indicated its belief that 
there was. need for a comprehensive and | 
careful inquiry into the whole subject of 
the lake commerce of Chicago. Because 
of that conviction it welcomed the -propo- 
sition of Mayor Busse that a 
be appointed to study the problem of bet- 
ter harbor facilities. It was felt that such 
a study, if preperly conducted, would 
quickly broaden out into an investigation 
of the conditions under which the lake 
business of the city has declined. In all 
probability it would point the way to de- 
sired improvements which would have a 
practical and positive bearing upon he 
commercial future of Chicago. Ever;- 
thing would depend upon the charactae 
of the members of the commission. 

Any anxiety which may have been felt 
on this last point has been dispelled by the 
wisdom which the mayor has shown in 
bis choice of men. Gaining the consent 
of the council to an increase in the mem- 
bership of the commission, he has named 
the aldermen most closely identified with 
river and harbor interests and has added 
five representative citizens whose names 
will carry much weight in the community. 

The general interests of the people of 
the city are cared for by the two alder 
men. The five other departments of mer- 
cantile industry, railroads, real estate, 
building, and engineering are represented 
by experienced men who are well equipped 
for the important undertaking which con- 
fronts the commission as a whole. Tho 
new body has a wonderful opportunity tu 
render a public service of inestimable 
value to the community. Its members ar 
intelligent and broadminded enough to 
take a wide view of the situation and to 
plan, not alone for the immediate future 
but for that greater Chicago to which 
every enthusiastic and ambitious citizen 
looks forward with certain assurance. 

It may be found that some of the cou- 


ditions which once operated in favor of 


the port of Chicago have been so altered 
by changes and improvements elsewhere 
as to account for the decline of its lake 
commerce. One hears mention of entire 
change in the lumber trade as a reason 
for loss of business. The development of 
Lake Superior ports is pointed out as 
another. But new lines of industry have 
been opening as old ones have been abav- 
doned or diverted. There are few so pes 
simistic as not to believe in a great future 
for the commerce inevitable as deep 
waterway projects lend themselves to a 
still more extensive development of the 
wonderful highway of nature open throuzh 
the five great lakes. 

This is the field for study which the 
new harbor commission hag before it. The 
opportunity is a splendid one for public 
spirited citizens of the character of thoze 
named as members. The commercial] su- 
premacy of Chicago is the goal. To make 
the city the unquestioned leader in tha 
trade of the interior without forgettiny 
the other thought of its municipal beauty 
should be the guiding principle of action. 
Mayer Busse has done well in his selec- 
tion of the men for this important work. 


FIGHTING THE WHITE PLAGUE. 

A prominent physician declares 
1,000,000 people in Illinois are the victims 
of tuberculosis in one form or another. 
Stated in another way, one-fifth of the 
population is thus afflicted. The number 
may be exaggerated in order to arouse 
greater public interest in the fight which 
is being waged against the dreadful 
scourge. But the further report that 
4,076 people have died of consumption in 
Chicago during the last eleven months 
shows that the situation is bad enough, 
even this number being smaller than it 
would be if every case were properly ac- 
counted for. The concealment of facta 
on the part of friends prevents absolute 
accuracy of figures. : 

But the depressing effect of such re- 
‘ports is partly overcome by the werds 
of hopefilness which point the way of 
escape. The long accepted theory that 
consumption is hereditary is exploded. 
‘The children of the consumptive have no

A hopeful sign of the times is that pre- 
vention is deemed far more important 
than cure. Medical men are giving their | 
thought to study of ways and means to 
ward off possible danger instead of wait- 
ing to fight that which comes. The ec- 
2 loss to the world from consumptioa 

is suggested by the figures given by a 
physician who adds the estimated value 
of a. human life to the outlay for care 
during a term of sickness preceding death, 
and gives further hint by showing the 
shrinkage in earning power resulting from 
the disease. If this enormous Joss can be 
reduced. greatly by preventive measures 
nothing should be left undone in that di- 
rection. . 

The health 8 has shown its 
lively interest in the subject. The lead- 
ers of the medical profession are earnest 
in their determination to fight the plague. 
It is the people who are called upon to 
do their part. Those who are in the 
slightest ee affected by the disease 
should hasten to adopt the simple rules 
which are urged upon them as the way 
of escape. Those who are free from tu- 
bereulosis, but who know its dreadful 
ravages, are urged to help in the hard 
fight by giving financial aid. Letters 
have been sent out to large numbers of 
people in the city. The amount askel 
for is not a large one. It would be rals 
in a single day if: Chicago were called 
upon to respond to an appeal following a 
great fire or a destructive earthquake. 
The physicians think a successful fight 
can®be made against tuberculosis. Their 
words are hopeful in the extreme. They 
should have abundant support from those 
who easily afford to give for the re- 
lief of their own neighbors and fellow 
citizens. Their plea for state aid, once 
rejected by the legislature, should. ba 
heard by that body. No better use coul. 
be made of state funds than in a cam- 
paign against one of the greatest enemies 
of the commonwealth.

} ceeded to his father’s honors and estates, has 
been known untſi now as the Hon. Gustavus 
Hamilton Russell. 

He is a man of about 40, served in South 
Africa during the war, has achieved distinc- 
tion as a master of the hounds, and married 
a couple of years ago Lady Margaret Las- 
celles, daughter of Lord Harewood, by whom 
he had a son, who, like htm, bears the name of 
Gustavus. 

The predilection for this name on the part 
of the Viscounts Boyne, who are also Lords 
Hamilton and Lords Brancepeth, is due,to 
the fact that the founder of this particu- 
lar branch of the ducal house of Hamilton 
was that Sir Frederick Hamilton who served 
so conspicuously under King. Gustavus 
Adolphus of Sweden, and who remains on 
record in history as one of the most able 
commanders of the thirty years’ war. 


— 

He was afterwards governor of Ulster, 
and, while hie younger sons remained in 
Sweden, where their descendants, as Counts 
Hamilton flourish to this day, Countess 
Oharles Wedel, wife of the new governor 
genera! of Alsace-Lorraine being by birth 
a Swedish Countess Hamilton, hie eldest 
son Gustavus, of whom the great Swedish 
king was godfather, settled in Ireland, won 
his spurs in thé military service of King 
William of Orange, took a leading part in the. 
battle of the Boyne, in the siege of London- 
derry, and in the storming of Athlone, rais- 
ing a number of regiments King William, 
among the best known of which is that bear- 
ing the name of the Inniskiilings. 

King "William rewarded him with large 

grants of land in Ireland, and eventually 
he was raised to the peerage by George I. 
as Baron Hamilton of Stackallen, in Coun- 
ty Meath, and as Viscount Boyne, in memory 
of the part which he, played at the battle 
of the Boyne. 
From that time forth the Lords Boyne 
have always been identified with Ireland, 
though their principal estates, extending over 
an area of some 30,000 acres, are now situ- 
ated in the north of England, 

It is fortunate for the new Lord Boyne 
that the estates of his house are large, for 
the family is what might be described as 
prolific, and he has no less than eleven 
brothers and sisters, all of whom, includ- 
ing his soldier brother Arthur of the First 
dragoons, who, was badly wounded in South 
Africa, have liberal allowances, chargeable 
on the proper

Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria's marriage 
to Princess Eleanor of Reuss, a pleasant 
faced but homely spinster of 48, seems to 
have n brought about through the agency 
of thé Grand Duchess Viadimir of Russia, 
who, with her husband, visited Sofia last fall 
and spent a week in Bulgaria as guests of 
its ruler. The grand duchess is a clever and 
masterful woman, who has been a great 
beauty, and is stiil extremely fascinating. 

It is mow known that she insisted that 
the prince should, for the sake of his chil- 
dren, and on account of the prestige of his 
court at Sofia, marry again, undertaking to 
provide him with a wife. She probably had 
already then Princess Eleanor of Reuss in 
mind. 

In spite of the disparity of their tastes and 
prejudices—the grand duchess is terribly 
worldly; an inveterate gambler, and rapid, 
whereas the princess is serious minded, re- 
ligious, and devoted to good works—the two 
women are fond of one another, and are 
closely reiated. 

The ptincess has been a frequent visitor 
at St. Petersburg as the guest of the Grand 
Duchess Vladimir, and when the latter or- 
ganized, equipped, and dispatched a Red 
Cross train to Manchuria at the outset of 
the Russian war with Japan, she placed 
her cousin, Princess Eleanor of Reuss, who 
had long made a study of Red Cross work 
and of nursing, in charge of this hospital 
on wheels. 


— 

Throughout the entire war- that is to say, 
for some sixteen months—Princess Eleanor 
lived on board this train, day and night be- 
ing spönt in tending the sick and wounded, 
always as near as possible to the actual 
scene of conflict, and on many an occasion 
only preserved from capture and from de- 
struction by the Red Cross flag. 

Indeed, time and again the windows of 
the train were smashed by flying bullets. 
On one occasion .one of the cars was placed 
out of service by the large fragment of a 
bursting shell, and from the windows the 
princess witnessed many a charge and many 
a rout. 

To the sick and wounded she was always 
known as Sister Eleanor.“ and the work 
which she did as such was beyond all praise. 
Indeed, when she returned at the close of 
the war with her train, she was overwhelmed 
with manifestations of gratitude and of 
regard at St. Petersburg, where she has 
since been an object of universal) respect 
and affection, not only at court and with 
the members of the imperial family but also 
in Russian society. 

For many are the families that owe to 
her care out in Manchuria the 1 
of the life and the recovery of a father, 
husband, 4 son, or a brother. 

Thanks to this, her marriage to Prince 
Ferdinand will strengthen his position won- 
derfully in Russia among ail classes, and 
these considerations as well as the fact that 
the princess is a good, useful, accomplished, 
_and unselfish woman, will more than com- 
pensate Ferdinand for the lack of youth and 

of beauty on the part of his bride.

To her at the crisis of a hard 
fought contest a wirepulling tory said in 
triumph: ‘ Well, it’s all right for us. Ten 
thousand guineas go down to Yorkshire to- 
night by a sure hand.’ The deuce they do!’ 
exclaimed this intrépid woman; and that 


night the bearer of the guineas was stopped 


by a seeming highwayman on the Great 
North road and relieved of his burden, which 
was applied to the service of the 1 and 
blue.“ 1 

Queen Victoria, dy far the most active 
and powerful politician among English 
women,” had no sympathy with political 
women or women’s rights. 

In 1870 4 young matron, who bore a name 
highly honored in English history, suddenly) 
became conspicuous on political platforms, | 
and the spectacle of her performances pro- 
duced this remarkable protest: | 

The queen is most anxious to enlist every 
one who can speak or wiite to join in check- 
ing this mad, wicked folly of women's rights, 
with all its attendant horrors, on which her 
poor, feeble sex is bent, forgetting every 


sense of womanly feeling and propriety. | 


Lady ought to get a good whipping. It 
is a subject which makes the queen so furi- 
ous she cannot contain herself.” 

This outbreak from a queen usually calm 
and self-contained shows how deeply she 
felt on this agitating subject.

Mrs. Gladstone: 

In olf age Mr. Gladstone said to a 
friend, ‘My wife has known every political 
secret I have ever had, and has never be- 
trayed my confidence.” Onlodkers often 
found a peculiar enjoyment in watching her 
while she was being ‘pumped,’ the smile 
was so childMke and bland; the look of in- 
nocence 36 sunny and convincing: the dis- 
comfiture of the pumper so palpable and com- 
plete.” 

Of Lady Salisbury as a political wife Mr. 
Russell says: 

Lady Salisbury was a political wife in one sense 
of the term which did not apply in Mrs. Gua 
stone’s case. She placed great rellance on social 
methods, and, reinforced by the splendor of Hat 
field and the capaciousness of Arlington street, 
she made great play with invitations to her parties, 
inviting some end excluding others, and treating 
the whole business of entertainment as a system 
of political rewards end punishments. When we 
consider the Influence which Lady Salsbury ex- 
ercised—directly om her husband, indirectly on 
his party, and through’ her sons on the present 
controversies—-one cannot refuse her a high place 
among political wives, and yet I believe it ts true 
that she shrank go inetinctively from public ap- 
pearance that she could scarcely muster resolu- 
tion to say eee OE Dee an.” or I de- 
clare this hall open.’ 


As a political wife Lady Wied was 
a success, but principally for her good care 
of her husband. Of him she said to a friend 
once: Dizzy has the most wonderful moral 
cograge in the world, but no physical cour- 
age. When he uses his shower bath I have 
always to pull the string.’’ 

Gladstone's views on socialism are par- 
ticularly interesting at the present time: 


Towards the end of the summer Gladstone, 
now out of office and presumably looking to a 
return, spoke to me with serious concern about 
the growth of socialist ideas in the liberal party. 
Those ideas were just then quickened into vigorous 
life by Mr. Chamberlain's admirable manifestoes. . 
In the course of our conversation, Gladstone de- 
clared himself vehemently hostile to socialism in 
any sense of the word. When I asked whether 
by ‘’ socialism ’’ he meant the state doing for the 
individual what he ought to do for himself, or 
the state taking private property for national 
purposes, he replied, with indescribable em- 
phasis: 1 mean both; but I reserve my worst 
Billingagate for the latter.”

Educators of Country Coming 
to Chicago Next Week to 
Diseuss Problems. 


UNION LEADERS ON LIST. 


Employers and Sociologists Also 
Scheduled to Share in 
the Debates. 


The problems of industrial education which 
have been occupying the attention of Chicago 
business and school men during the last year 
will be. discussed here next week from the 
point of view of a nation. 

The National Society for the Promotion of 
Industrial Education, organized last year in 
New York under the leadership of President 
Henry S. Pritchett of the Carnegie founda- 
tion. Has chosen Chicago as the scene of its 
first national conference and will meet at the 
Auditorium ‘hotel Thursday evening, Jan. 23, 
for a three days’ session. 

Educators and commercial men from nearly 
evety section of the United States will par- 
ticipate in the discussions. The meeting will 
oper with a dinner at the hotel, at which the 
general subject. Industrial Education as 
an Essential Factor in Our National Pros- 
perity,”” will be presented “by President 
Charles W. Eliot of Harvard university and 
Edgar E. Clark, a member of the interstate 
commerce commission. President Pritchett 
will give an address in which he will state 
broadly the aims of the society, and Gov. 
Deneen will deliver a speech ot welcome. 

Officially, this opening dinner is in charge 
of the Illinois state committee of the society, 
of which Theodore W. Robinson, vice presi- 
dent of the Illinois Steel company and a mem- 
ber of the Chicago board of education, is 
chairman. Mr Robinson will preside as 
toastmaster. 

University Presidents Coming. 

Among those who are expected to be pres- 
ent are the presidents of all the state uni- 
versities, prominent representatives of the 
public school systems of the country, headed 
by Supt. Cooley, who is president of the Na- 
tional Educational lation, manufactur- 
ers such as William Wi r of Cleveland 

and Mr. Van Cleave of St. Louis, and repre- 
sentatives of the labor unions. 

The dinner will be followed, on Friday and 
Saturday, by sessions for business and for the 
discussion of the problems before the society. 
The meeting on Friday morning will be pre- 
sided over by President Carroll D. Wright of 
Clark college, former United States com> 
missioner of education, and will consider the 
general topic, *‘ The Apprenticeship System 
as a Means of Promoting Industrial Em- 
ciency.”’

Dr. White’s claim, advanced two months 
ago, is that the Chicago schools are not 
giving their pupils adequate instruction in 
the rudimentary branches,“ In several 
of the elementary schools he has made per- 
sonal investigations in spelling which, 0 
says, have confirmed Nis worst fears. 

Trustee Guerin, likewise, has been mak- 
ing some inquiries into the teaching of arith- 
metic which, to say the least, have fur- 
nished the committee with material for 
thought. 

The situation in thé schoolrooms which 
are being left desolate because there are no 
teachers to take charge of them was only 
slightly better during the day than on Mon- 
day. A total of ninety-eight vacancies was 
reported at the board rooms. Of these sixty- 
two rooms were dismissed and the pupils 
sent to their homes. 

Will Recognize Harding. 

President Schneider announced in the 
afternoon that School Attorney Frank Ham- 
lin has advised him to disregard legal tech- 
nicalitigs and recognize John C. Harding 
as a trustee at the meeting of the board this 
evening. As a matter of courtesy the presi- 
dent will act on the assumption that the re- 
cent action of the Supreme court affects 
Mr. Harding’s case as well as those of the 
Dunne trustees who were concerned directly.

Supreme Court Jurist Refuses to Be- 
come Excited Over Matter.

between Chief Justice Olson of the Municipal 
court and Judge Cleland. 

‘I don’t want to be interviewed on the 
Justice Carter matter,” replied Judge Olson 
after the conference. I will say, however. 
that I am sorry that Judge Cleland said 
what he did. I and Judge Cleland talked 
matters-over some time ago. 

“Judge Cleland was changed from Max- 
well Street station on his own request. He 
asked for the change, and later said he wanted 
the request withdrawn. No doubt Jude Cle- 
land did do much good in the Maxwell street 
district. I had hoped the adult probation law 
would be passed by the legislature, and in 
time -expected to merge the system at Max- 
well street into it. The probation law con- 
taine many of the features of the system 
Judge Cleland used. 


Picks Flaw in 

The principal objection to Judge Cle- 
land’s system was that he put a number of 
habitual'criminale on parole, some of whom 
should have been sent to the grand jury and 
indicted for felony. One was of a young 
fellow who tried to hold up a saloon with a 
gun. That shoukin’t be classed with disor- 
derlies."’

Civit Service Commissioners 


Take Pictures for Evidence 
of Street Work Done. 


DOHERTY’S FACE ABSENT.

Photographs of civil service employés who 
are cleaning snow from First ward streets 
will be obtained by the civil service commis- 
gion as the best evidence of the quality of 
the work. 7 

The official photographer of the merit 
poard started yesterday' to take some of 
these views. He could not secure a pio- 
ture of Michael J. Doherty, superintendent 
of streets, working on the job, however. 
Mr. Doherty was still on his way to Cali- 
fornia to escape the rigors of .@ uary and 
bothersome snow shoveling. 

The photographers might have been able 


to secure photographs of Commissioner Han- 


perg and Assistant Commisstoner of Public 
Works Paul Redieski, who were working 
energetically enough, in the absence of the 
man who is supposed to attend to street 
cleaning. The work in the First ward pro- 
ceeded slowly, except where the Citizens’ 
Street Cleaning bureau already had cleaned 
the streets. 


Get Evidence in Photographs. 

“ There is nothing like photographs to show 
whether the men are working.“ said Presi- 
dent Elton Lower of the civil service commis- 
on. We will obtain views of the wagons 
leaving the dump to see whether they are 
partially filled with snow as has been charged. 
(Tue TRIBUNE took a photograph of one of 
these wagons, without cost to the commis- 
‘gion, and printed it during a previous fall of 
snow.) We will secure views of the men 
working in the streets, and if they are not 
properly scattered we'll have the ‘best evi- 
dence.” 

Mr. Lower didn’t have any special oriticiem 
to make of Mr. Doherty except that he be- 
longed to the old régime.” Personally Mr. 
Doherty is a pleasant companion, im the 
opinion of a great many people. 

Assistant Commissioner of Public Works 
Redieske, in the absence of Mr. Doherty, took 
personal charge of the assignment of over 270 
men from the Tribune lodging house to work 
on the streets without pay from the city. 
In exchange for the day's work performed 
by these men they will be provided with three 
days’: food and lodging. In addition the citi- 
gens’ street cleaning bureau took twenty-five 
of the Tribune lodgers under the same ar- 
rangement. One hundred men were taken by 


the city from the Municipal lodging house, 


making 400 of the unemployed altogether 
who made good their claim that they are not 
loafers. 

Hard Battle in First Ward. 

While Mr. Doherty was taking his ease 
presumably—in the observation car on his 
way to California, the rest of the street clean- 
ing department struggled with the snow in 
First ward streets. They did fairly well 
without Mr. Doherty except in South Water 
street. There the great piles of snow inter- 
fered considerably with the movement of ve- 
hicles in that most congested street in the 
city. In parts of the street no attempt had 
been made even to pile the snow, and the 
commission merchants were making a big 
row:about it. At 2 o’clock im the afternoon 
Dearborn street north of Lake street appar- 
emtly hadn't been touched. Fifth avenue and 
Clark streets in the blocks north of Lake 
street were in the same condition. In Frank- 
lin and Market streets now had been 
piled and was ann wagons to haub 
it away. 

“If we had a little of that warm weather 
Mr. Doherty is enjoying.“ said one of the 
men on the job, we'd de ablé to clean up the 
snow a lot faster. You see, it has frozen 
dard and they have to break up the piles now 
with picks.“ 

Not Making Beggars. 

With the cotperation of the commissioner 
of public works, THe TRIBUNE has effectual- 
ly solved the problem of giving its lodgers 
sufficient employment to enable the ac- 
cept their beds and food without thinking it 
was charity. After this every man who is 
Physically able and properly clad will have 
to work before he will be accommodated at 
the emergency lodging house, He will have 
, to do one of three things: 

Do one day's work in four. 

Catch a freight out of town, or 

Go to the bridewell. 

By THe TRIBUNE'S system it has been made 
possible to aid the worthy unemployed and 
keep out the vagrants and grafters. These 
can go to the other lodging houses. There 
is no place for them at 59 Canal street or at 
the munieipal lodging house at 12 Union 
Street.

Deny Using City Land. 

At the meeting of the special committee 
which is investigating charges that city prop- 
erty is being used unlawfully by corporations 
and private firms, C. F. Brennan for N: K.

The Armour Elevator company was ac- 
cused of having a shed in Reese street and 
answered that it would tear the shed down 
if the city wished. 


City Club Wins Suit. 

The City club has won its contention with 
the Citizens’ association. Judge Dupuy de- 
cided the civil service commission need not 
hoid an examination for chief smoke in- 
spector, the place now held by Paul P. Bird.
